We don’t mind being called liberal, 
New Dealish, Fair Dealish or a nu mber 
of other things so long as the terms are 
u nderstood.

su ed way of doing things. It means that 
the way the nation is cu rrently going abou t 
its bu siness cou ld well lead it to disaster. 
These are terms which might hav e been 
applied to the American Rev olu tion, the 
I„ou isiana Pu rchase, the Leagu e of Nations, 
the indu strial rev olu tion, the American La- 
bor Mov ement, the Monroe Doctrine, the 
(iood Neighbor Policy and many other his­ 
toric de\elopments of ou r nation. 
It IS ou r belief that bu siness as u su al 
is not enou gh to gu arantee to .Americans 
for all time the sanc­ 
tity of their constitu ­ 
tional rights and their 
priv ileges of 
citizen­ 
ship. It is ou r belief 
that there are forces at work in the world 
today which are a match for democracy at 
its best and we do not believ e democracy 
is at its best when « millions of ou r own 
people are u nemploy ed, many of ou r na­ 
tu ral resou rces are still being wasted, ou r 
edu cational sy stem fails to dev elop the in­ 
telligence of its stu dents and the rights 
of men arou nd the world are being bu ried 
u nderfoot. 
We see no safety in military equ ality with 
commu nism and a rate of economic growth 
second to that of Ru ssia and many other 
indu strialized nations. 
We are concerned,

The delegate assembly of the Nebraska 
Edu cation Association heard James E. 
Ru ssell, 
secretary 
of

Edu cational 
Policies Commission of the National Edu ca­ 
tion Association, define new goals for pu b­ 
lic edu cation. 
The power to analy ze, to stu dy langu age 
as a means of commu nication rather than 
an art form, history as a tool of research, 
and to emphasize other su bjects for their 
dev elopment of rational discernment mu st 
become the new goals. He said: 
“The u nderly ing change of the modern 
society is the v astly increased role of that 
form of tru th which deriv es from rational 
processes empirically v alidated.” 
That was well pu t and if adopted cou ld 
well end the period when American edu ca-

tion tu rned its back on the classics. The 
stu dy of the lore of the ancient Greeks pro­ 
v ided a carefu lly ev olv ed pattern for sy s­ 
tematized thou ght. That was the kernel of 
it. 
It was not simply to become conv er­ 
sant with classical literatu re as an anachro­ 
nistic art form. The departu re from classi­ 
cal edu cation produ ced Americans 
with 
mu ch sophisticated information, 
bu t 
no 
clear formu la for sy nthesizing tru thfu l con­ 
clu sions from it. 
Bu t a v ictory for the classics wou ld be 
only a partial one. The Greek formu la is no 
longer adequ ate for the precise demands of 
a scientific, technological society . Mr. Ru s­ 
sell looks forward, to state a seeming para­ 
dox , to an ancient approach to edu cational 
discipline in which its sy stem of reasoning 
is fitted to today ’s sophisticated demand. 
State Money Situation 
It wou ld be a u niqu e and constru ctiv e 
thing if Gov .-elect Frank MornNon su bmit­ 
ted to the 19 6 1 Legislatu re two bu dgets for 
the coming bienniu m. The gov ernor faces 
an increase from all slate agencies com­ 
bined of 26 per cent in bu dget requ ests. 
Withou t any thou ght as to need, it can be 
said emphatically that a 26 per cent in­ 
crease in state spending wou ld be nex t to 
catastrophic. 
Bu t some increase is going to be essen­ 
tial and it will depend u pon a nu mber of 
things. Need will be a determining factor 
bu t ev en more important than that will be 
the size of the bu rden Nebraska property 
owners are able to bear. It is the opinion 
of many that the property tax has gotten 
abou t all it can get withou t defeating itself, 
that is, becoming confiscatory . When that 
ta,x becomes too ex cessiv e, people will sim­ 
ply walk away from property ownership and 


the tax base will tu mble of its own weight. 
This sou nds like a drastic and u nrealis­ 
tic thing bu t it is not su ch a distant possi­ 
bility as it might appear. It wou ld seem, 
then, that the gov ernor has one of two fi­ 
nancial roads open to him. A bu dget su b­ 
mitted on the basis of the present tax situ a­ 
tion wou ld necessarily and rightfu lly be cu t 
pretty well to the bone and the Legisla­ 
tu re wou ld hav e an obligation to hold the 
line. 
Bu t a bu dget su bmitted in conju nction 
with and dependent u pon increased rev enu es 
from other than property sou rces cou ld go 
mu ch fu rther in meeting the needs of the 
state. It wou ld be a fine thing if the incom­ 
ing gov ernor cou ld su bmit a bu dget based 
on either of these two ev entu alities. The 
important thing, after all, is not ju st an 
allocation of fu nds bu t rather, the sou rce of 
those fu nds. 


The consideration and graciou sness of 
Latin America is a sou rce of ev er-present 
wonder to the more blu nt and thou ghtless 
North Americans. A most recent illu stra­ 
tion is giv en, perhaps apocry phally , in the 
appearance here of Dr. Daniel Cosio Ville­ 
gas, a leading Mex ican intellectu al, as the 
19 6 0 Montgomery lectu rer at the Univ ersity 
of Nebraska. 
Becau se Doctor Cosio prov ided an ad­ 
v anced pictu re of himself ”en mou stachio” 
and later shav ed off the mou stache, he 
regrew it for temporary u se here lest his 
Nebraska hosts might be inconv enienced by 
a failu re to reconcile his pictu re with his 
hairless face. 
Despite this ex acting consideration Dr. 
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Cosio, nev ertheless, got the point across 
with great civ ility that United States diplo­ 
macy wou ld continu e to ev oke heartfelt re­ 
sentment ev ery where sou th of the border 
u ntil it ceased to kick its lesser neighbors 
in the face and started respecting the other 
fellow’s rights and feelings. 
Dr. Cosio’s appearance coincided with the 
obsen^ance of the 50th anniv ersary of the 
Mex ican rev olu tion — the agonizing sacri­ 
fice of the bitterly poor to escape the oppres- 
iv e hand of a ru ling minority , and to es­ 
tablish liberal reforms for the pu blic wel­ 
fare. Dr. Cosio said the rev olu tion was dead 
and considerately confined the blame to 
Mex ican action, leav ing ou t whatev er dagger 
work was performed by ou tsiders. 
In the day s of President Calles along 
abou t 1927 the rev olu tionary mov ement in 
Mex ico took an u pward su rge and u nwisely 
trod on the toes of adv antageou sly positioned 
North Americans, mainly oil and financial 
interests. It was the moment the Hoov er 
administration saw as the right one to prac­ 
tice good neighborliness and to help Mex ico 
solv e its problem, especially a few day s 
after the Mex ican su preme cou rt brou ght 
forth oil decrees inconv enient to ou r inter­ 
ests. Dwight Morrow a New York financier 
w'as sent to Mex ico City as an ambassador. 
What followed is related by the Ency cloped­ 
ia Britannica which observ ed that “after a 
famou s ham and egg breakfast., between 
Ambassador Morrow and President Calles, 
a Mex ican Su preme cou rt declared in fav or 
of American oil companies . . . the Mex i­ 
can congress hu rriedly re-enacted a new 
petroleu m law . . . which promptly met 
with the approv al of the U.S. gov ernment 
. . . the remainder of the Calles term, car­ 
ried on wdth close collaboration with Am­ 
bassador Morrow, was featu red by rapid 
abandonment of the rev olu tionary reforms.”

that of “reading” the skies 
throu gh the hirbu lent atmos­ 
phere of the earth, will he 
ov ercome when the first Or­ 
biting Astronomical Observ - 
atcry goes into orbit in 19 6 3. 
At an altitu de of 500 miles 
the observ atory w i l l he 
abov e the region where ex ­ 
cessiv e atmosphere drag will 
bring the observ atory down 
and will be below the alti­ 
tu de where radiations will 
affect the resu lts obtained 
from the sky . 
If e v e n t s progress as 
schedu led in late 19 6 3, a 
3,200-pou nd 
satellite 
with 
1,000 pou nds of instru ments 
will go into the sky to giv e 
the astronomer his first pene­ 
trating and electric look at 
the heav ens abov e the at­ 
mosphere of the earth. 
To bu ild an effectiv e or­ 
biting 
observ atory , 
engi­ 
neers will hav e to design a 
fantastic stabilizing sy stem 
In which the telescope mu st 
hav e the ability to lock on­ 
to a celestial body and not 
dev iate from this by one- 
tenth of a second of arc. 
This is rou ghly equ iv alent 
to focu sing and remaining 
focu sed on a baseball at 150 
miles. This in itself repre­ 
sents a spectacu lar break­ 
throu gh. 
Contained in the observ a­ 
tory will be a command sy s­ 
tem which will direct t h e 
telescope to a desired part 
of the sky and once there 
will direct it to go into oper­ 
ation. As thefe will be no 
phy sical retriev al capabili­ 
ties of data in this satellite 
it will be necessary to store 
the information on tape re­ 
corders and transmit, on de­ 
mand. the intelligence ac­ 
qu ired by telev ision meth­ 
ods to the su rface of the 
earth.

Orbiting 
.Astronomical Ob­ 
serv atory goes back abou t 


two y ears when a grou p of 
astronomers met in Wash­ 
ington at the inv itation of the 
National Aeronau tics a n d 
Space Administration to dis­ 
cu ss the feasibility and plan 
a program for the orbiting 
observ atory . 
Sev eral astronomical ob­ 
serv atories acrbss the cou n­ 
try were giv en the task of 
dev ising and designing the 
instru mentation to go into 
the orbiting observ atory to 
take fu ll adv antage of its 
capabilities. 
Members of the Smithson­ 
ian Astrophy slcal Observ a­ 
tory are dev eloping the 8- 
inch mirror telescopes u sed 
with telev ision tu bes to map 
the u ltrav iolet sky . For the 
first time astronomers will 
be able to detect some neb­ 
u la and the ex traordinary 
hot new stars becau se of 
their intense emission of ra­ 
diation in this part of the 
spectnim. .Astronomers be­ 
liev e this information basic 
to an u nderstanding of the 
formation of new stars and 
may also giv e a eliie to the 
life histories of the stars. 
The Univ ersity of Wiscon­ 
sin is pu tting together an 
u ltrav iolet 
photometer 
to 
measu re the intensity of u l­ 
trav iolet emissions from gas 
clou ds in the sky . The ex ­ 
perience of this grou p in 
photometry is cou nted on to 
obtain definitiv e resu lts. 


NASA’i Goddard S p a c • 
Flight Center will u se the 
.36 -inch reflector to obtain 
the energy distribu tion in 
the v ariou s part.s of stellar 
and nebu lar emission spec­ 
tra. 
The Harv ard C ol l e g e 
grou p will u ndertake a se­ 
ries of solar ex periments u s­ 
ing three large grating spec­ 
trometers with small collect­ 
ing mirrors.

shou ld be the goal of all 
U.S. citizens. 
A new’ u nderstanding of 
mu tu al problems of farm 
and city folks is now neces­ 
sary to bring this abou t. So 
now we come to the prob­ 
lems of pu blic relations be­ 
tween the farm and city 
folks. P’armers are cau ght in 
the cost-price squ eeze be­ 
cau se their incomes from 
farm produ cts hav e been al­ 
lowed to fall below a fair 
retu rh on the labor and in­ 
v estment. The city dweller 
loses his job or works at a 
job at su b-standard wages 
becau se of the farm er’s in­ 
ability to bu y the manu fac­ 
tu red produ cts or serv ices 
of the city dweller. This v i­ 
ciou s 
circle 
ex pands 
and 
soon all people are engu lfed 
in the recession we are hav ­ 
ing today . 
Better pu blic relations can 
be established between farm 
and city people only by tru e 
information being fu rnished 
by all concerned. Some city 
people regard a farmer only 
as a low-class profiteer who 
is alway s seeking a handou t 
from the gov ernment at the 
ex pense of the entire econ­ 
omy . On the other hand, 
some farmers begru dge a. 


city worker his high wages, 
short hou rs, and so-called 
easy life. City people are 
often limes env iou s of a 
farm er's wide, clean open 
spaces in which he liv es and 
works. Howev er, a tru e pic­ 
tu re of an actu al farm er 
produ cing the food and fiber 
to feed and clothe the peo­ 
ple of the world today wou ld 
be a man laboring u nder 
conditions imposed 
u pon 
him by ev ents and condi­ 
tions ov er which he has no 
control. 
A farmer wou ld like to be 
regarded as an enterprising 
and bu sinesslike ty pe of indi­ 
v idu al who is and has been 
contribu ting his fu ll share to 
the w'elfare of the world at 
large. Now throu gh an en­ 
lightened citizenry , we cou ld 
attack and solv e the mu tu al 
problems that confront u s 
all by better pu blic rela­ 
tions and step forward into 
a new and better life. Many 
forces are now at work and 
mu ch needs to be done be- 
lore ou r nex t Congress con­ 
v enes in Janu ary and ou r 
new President takes office.
